'I'o  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Coseley  LLban  District  Council : 
Centlemen, 

In  presenting-  to  you  my  Eleventh  Annual  Report,  I purpose 
making  a five  years’  survey  of  the  activities  of  the  Coseley  imblic 
health  services  which  I have  the  honour  to  supervise.  The  period 
under  review,  has  been  a very  remarkable  one,  both  from 

a local  and  a national  jjoint  of  view.  I am  glad  to  say  that  in  spite 
of  the  poor  economic  situation  there  has  been  a real  advance  in 
every  branch  of  public  health  work  in  Coseley.  The  roads,  which 
indirectly  affect  health,  have  undergone  a transformation.  The 
housing  |)roblem  has  been  vigorously  tackled,  and  the  deep  drainage 
scheme  has  contributed  to  both  health  and  'decency. 

A noteworthy  development  is  the  added  interest  ordinary  people  are 
taking  in  the  question  of  health.  The  .Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Centres  are  becoming  more  i)opular  as  their  value  is  more  i)crceived, 
and  the  work  of  the  nurses  is  more  ai^preciated.  This  is  all  to  the 
good  for  without  the  co-oi)eration  of  the  i)ublic,  the  full  value  of  the 
health  services  will  not  l)e  obtained. 

Physical  Characteristics  of  the  District. 

Coseley  lies  on  the  South-western  edge  of  what  is  sometimes  termed 
t!ie  “ Black  Country  it  is  bounded  on  the  West  by  Sedglc\-,  on  the 
South  by  the  County  Borough  of  Dudley,  on  the  North  by  the  County 
Borough  of  Wolverhampton  and  the  Urban  District  of  Bilston,  and  on 
the  East  by  the  Lb-ban  District  of  Tipton.  The  area  of  the  district, 
until  1929  was  :b7:J7  acres;  in  that  year  448  acres  were  transferred  to 
Dudley.  'J'he  i)resent  area  is  3,289  acres.  The  altitude  of  the  distric  t 
is  considerable — at  one  point  the  surface  is  730  feet  above  sea  level, 
and  the  average  height  is  over  500  feet.  There  are  several  small 
s*  reams  which  eventuallv  reach  the  river  Tame,  but  most  of  the  rain- 
fall finds  its  way  into  the  underground  workings  of  old  pits.  The 
subsoil  is  clay  and  the  subsoil  water  is  frequently  very  near  the 
surface. 

Natural  an’d  Social  Conditions  of  the  District. 

The  population  of  Coseley  in  1911  was  22,841  and  in  1921  it  was 
24,207.  The  next  census  is  in  1931,  and  until  that  year’s  figures  arc 
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issued  Jleallh  Statistics  will  be  based  on  the  estimated  li«uie  for 
viz.,  21,990.  in  the  past  there  was  a l-aiKe  number  of  collieries  in  the 
district,  but  practically  all  these  are  now  water-lodged,  and  the  only 
evidence  existing  of  their  one-time  activities  are  the  great  mounds  of 
debris  and  the  bricked  over  iiit  shafts.  The  great  heaps  of  slag  which 
vears  ago  accumulated  round  the  many  (now  alas  ! gone)  iron  works, 
and  which  were  long  regarded  as  useless  and  valueless  are  being 
eagcrlv  sought  after,  and  used  as  road-making  materials.  Thus,  in 
some  degree,  the  contour  of  the  area  is  again  changing. 

Employments. 

Most  of  the  adult  workers  in  the  area  are  employed  in  the  iron 
trade,  though  there  are  a few  miners  who.  unfortunately,  have  to  travel 
long  distances  to  their  work.  The  female  section  of  workers  are 
employed  as  enamellers  at  local  hollow-ware  foundries  or  in  various 
light  employments  in  Wolverhampton  and  Birmingham.  A large 
number  are  employed  in  the  latter  city  and  the  health  of  these  must 
suffer  from  the  long  hours  and  the  lack  of  regular  and  suitable  meals, 
as  well  as  from  the  nervous  strain  of  travelling  by  train  or  ’bus. 


Water  Supply. 

'I'he  water  supply  of  the  district  is  provided  bv  the  South  Staft'ord- 
siiire  Waterworks  Company,  the  Bilston  District  Council  and  the 
Wolverham))ton  Borough  Council.  The  water  is  of  good  quality  and 
the  supply  is  ahvays  adequate. 

Safety  First. 

In  my  last  year’s  report  I called  attention  to  the  new  danger  to 
life  which  fast  moving  traffic  has  brought  in  its  train.  That  danger 
is  increasing  and  last  year  there  were  several  deaths  in  Coseley 
directly  attributable  to  this  cause.  The  teachers  in  our  schools  should 
regularly  give  lessons  on  the  necessity  for  caution  when  walking 
along  or  crossing  busy  streets.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  the 
lcducati()it  Committee  has  placed  “ safety  ” barriers  at  the  entrances 
of  all  of  the  school  playgrounds  in  the  area.

in  l‘j;iU  there  were  38  deaths  fr(Wn  Cancer  in  Coseley,  this  being  14 
moie  than  in  lt)29.  Cancer  is  essentia-lly  a disease  of  old  age,  and 
Its  increase  rnav  Ije  due,  in  some  measure,  to  the  prolongation  of  life, 
which  is  a feature  of  modern  life.  Another  reason  for  the  increase  in 
cancer  figures  lies  in  the  fact  that  diagnosis  nowadays  is  made  with 
increasing  accuraev.  When  all  these  facts,  however,  are  taken  into 
account^  it  seems"  almost  certain  that  there  is  an  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  the  disease. 

Review  of  Vital  Statistics. 

Births. 

'fable  11.  show’s  llie  births  for  1930  and  for  the  i)eriod  1921-1930. 
During  that  period  there  was  a decrease  in  the  number  of  net  births 
of  194  (or  27  per  cent.)  from  719  in  1921  to  525  in  1930.  The  decrease 
during  the  last  five  years  has  not  been  so  marked,  the  number  of 
births  in  1920  being  508  and  the  average  for  the  period,  524.4.  It  is 
noteworthy  that  the  number  of  births  in  1930  exceeded  the  oirth  figure 
for  1929  by  38.  Table  11.  also  gdves  the  percentage  figures  for  1921-30. 
It  will  be  seen  that  the  average  birth  rate  for  1920-30  was  20.3  as 
against  24  for  the  jtreceding  five  years,  1921-25. 

The  number  of  still  births  registered  in  1930  was  18,  as  against  10 
in  1929  and  15  in  1928.  1 am  unable  to  give  figures  for  itrevious  years 

as  the  registration  of  Still  Births  has  been  compulsorv  since  Julv  1st. 
1927,  only. 

Table  XVi.  shows  the  monthly  incident  of  births  during  1930.  The 
highest  number  of  births — 54 — occurred  in  the  months  of  .^pril  and 
July,  the  lowest  in  the  month  of  November. 

Infant  Mortality. 

'fables  Vn.  and  XVII.  deal  with  Infant  Mortality,  'fable  VII.  shows 
the  number  of  deaths — 31 — from  stated  causes  at  various  ages  under 
one  year.  As  usual  Pneumonia  and  Prematurity,  etc.,  are  the 
Itrincipal  causes.  Fourteen  children  died  before  attaining  the  age  of 
one  month  and  there  were  six  deaths  from  Diarrha'a  and  Enteritis, 
'fhere  was  one  case  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis.  'Fable  XVII.  gives 
the  Infant  Mortality  figures  for  the  years  1921-1930.  The  table  below 
gives  the  average  for  192(5-1930  com])ared  with  the  figures  for  1930: —

In  columns  1 < inclusive,  the  rates  are  calculated  tier  1,000  live 
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It  will  be  seen  that  in  most  of  the  figures  of  the  above  table  there 
is  shown  an  advantage  in  favour  of  the  present  year.  The  birth  rate, 
the  Infant  Mortality  rate,  the  death  rate  for  infants  0 — 4 weeks’  old, 
and  the  rate  for  prematurity,  etc.,  are  all  more  favourable  than  the 
average  for  the  past  five  years. 

Total  Deaths. 

Table  I.  shows  the  total  deaths  in  Coseley  during  1930  to  have 
been  295 — 1(51  males  and  134  females.  The  principal  cause  of  death 
was  Heart  Disease.  Table  V.  shows  the  principal  causes  of  death, 
1921-1930  m order  of  severity.  From  that  table  it  will  be  seen  that 
in  the  ten  years  under  review.  Pneumonia  has  been  the  chief  cause 
of  death  in  six  years,  and  it  has  never  fallen  below  third  in  order 
of  severity.  Heart  Disease  is  next,  and  then  Cancer,  which,  in  1930, 
is  second  with  38  deaths. 

Table  VI.  shows  the  death  rates  of  England  and  Wales,  and  of 
Coseley  for  the  years  1915 — 1930,  together  with  the  average  of  the 
years  1910 — 1914.  It  will  l:)e  seen  that  the  death  rate  has  dropped 
from  12.85  in  1929  to  11.8  in  1930,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  know  that 
during  the  year  there  was  no  serious  epidemic  of  any  kind  to  swell 
the  rate  of  mortality. 

Table  III.  gives  the  age  groups  at  which  deaths  have  taken  place. 
Nearly  one  quarter,  i.e.,  61,  occurred  before  the  age  of  five  years 
had  been  reached  and  111,  or  over  a third,  survived  over  the  age  of 
65.  complete  analysis  of  these  ages  is  given  in  the  Table.  A 
close  study  of  the  death  returns  revealed  the  fact  that  one  person — a 
man — reached  the  patriarchal  age  of  104  years,  while  21  lived  to 
exceed  the  age  of  80  years — 10  males  and  il  females.  Only  one  of 
these  21  persons  died  in  an  institution  outside  Coseley. 

Cancer  Deaths. 

Tables  XIII.  and  XIV.  give  the  number,  and  analyse  the  causes 
of  deaths  from  Cancer.  Whether  it  is  a fact  or  not  that  the  number 
of  deaths  from  cancer  generally  is  increasing,  it  is  undeniable  that  in 
Coseley  in  1930  there  was  a noticeable  increase  in  such  deaths.  The 
Table  shows  that  there  were  38  deaths  of  which  19  occurred  among 
males  and  19  among  females. 

Table  XIV.  gives  the  number  of  Cancer  deaths  for  the  years  1926- 
1930  It  will  be  seen  that  while  the  number  of  such  deaths  was 
practically  the  same  in  1929,  1928,  and  1927,  in  1926  it  was  practically 
the  same  as  in  1930. 

The  great  safeguard  in  regard  to  this  disease  is  early  treatment,  but 
unfortunately  there  is  a grave  tendency  to  avoid  seeking  medical  aid 
until  it  is  too  late.  The  fear  of  an  operation  deters  many  who  otherwise 
might  obtain  certain  relief  and  cure. 

Deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 

Tables  XI.  and  XII.  give  particulars  of  the  notifications  and  the 
deaths  in  Coseley  during  1930  from  Tuberculosis — Pulmonary  and 
otherwise.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  such  deaths  in  1930 
was  25 — 21  Pulmonary  and  four  non-Pulmonary.  The  average  number 
of  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  1921-30  was  16.8  as  against 
21  in  1930  and  4.2  from  non-Pulmonary  1921-30  as  against  four 
in  1930.  A careful  study  of  Table  XII.  shows  that  the  number  of 
deaths  from  Tuberculosis  does  not  vary  greatly  from  year  to  year. 
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The  worst  years  during  the  perioo  1921^-30  were  : —

E.xamination  of  Table  XI.  shows  that  most  of  the  deaths  in  1930 
occurred  between  the  ages  of  15  and  25  years,  and  the  figures  for 
females  were  almost  double  the  figures  for  males.  The  averages  for 
1921-30,  however,  give  almost  identical  figures  for  males  and  females, 
■fhe  figures  for  1930  are  analysed  below:—

The  remarks  I made  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1926  on  this  subject 
are  still  as  applicable  as  ever: — 

" Children  should  be  taught  at  school  the  value  of  fresh  air 
*■  and  sunlight,  and  windows  should  never  be  completely  closed 
‘•'except  during  storms.” 

” It  is  essential  that  there  should  Ije  early  notification  of  the 
“disease  for  the  following  reasons:  — 

“ 1.  The  sufferer  is  brought  under  expert  super\'ision  at  an  early 
“ stage  of  the  disease. 

“ 2.  The  best  treatment  can  be  given  at  the  time  when  there 
“ is  most  chance  of  success. 

“ 3.  The  danger  of  infection  to  others  can  be  more  easilv 
“ avoided.” 


I still  feel  convinced  that  much  l^etter  results  would  be  obtained  if 
every  case  was  notified  in  its  earliest  stage.  I am  afraid  that  advice 
is  sometimes  not  sought  because  the  sufferer  is  unwilling  to  undergo 
proper  treatment. 


I here  is  little  doubt  but  that  the  question  of  Tuberculosis  is  largely 
involved  in  the  housing  jiroblem,  and  the  Coseley  District  Council 
are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  resolute  way  in  which  the  latter  question 
has  been  tackled  during  the  last  five  years.  A study  of  my  remarks 
19  will  show  that  since  1926,  458  houses  have  been  built 
and  there  are  now  126  houses  in  the  course  of  erection — in  my  opinion 
a very  satisfactory  and  creditable  i>erformance. 


Maternal  Mortality. 

During  the  year  1930  there  were  two  deaths  in  Coseley  from 
1 ueiperal  oepsis.  one  of  a girl  aged  23,  the  other  of  a woman  aged 
33  \ears.  I his  gives  a maternal  death  rate  of  3.7,  the  average  for  the 
last  10  years  being  1.76.  The  total  number  of  such  deaths  in  1921-30 
was  10  or  an  average  of  one  a year.

Deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases. 

Tables  IV.,  X.,  and  XVIIl.  deal  with  deaths  from  notifiable 

infectious  diseases.  Table  IV.  gives  an  analysis  of  infectious 

diseases  figures  for  the  whole  country,  for  London  and  for  Coseley. 
Table  X.  shows  that,  as  usual.  Pneumonia  and  Tuberculosis  account 
for  most  of  the  deaths — Pneumonia  :34  and  Tuberculosis  25 — out  of  a 
total  of  G5  deaths  due  to  infectious  diseases.  The  average  number 
of  these  deaths  from  infectious  diseases  is  shown  below,  contrasted 
with  the  number  for  1930: —

Table  XIX.  shows  the  nurnber  of  deaths  in  public  institutions.  The 
total  number  was  70  of  which  29  occurred  in  Wolverhampton  Royal 
Hospital  and  21  at  the  Poor  Law  Infirmary,  10,  Burton  Road,  Sedgley. 

Table  V.  shows  the  principal  causes  of  death,  1921-30.  In  1921, 
Congenital  Debility,  etc.,  occupied  the  second  place,  in  1922  the  fourth 
place,  and  m 1923  the  sixth  place,  being  sixth  also  in  1924,  1926,  and 
1929.  Sixty-one  children  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  five  years. 
Between  the  ages  of  five  years  and  35,  there  were  only  38  deaths  as 
compared  with  179  between  the  ages  of  45  and  over.  The  complete 
age-group  figures  are  given  in  Table  III.

1 ne 
birth  rate  for  the  whole  country  for  live  births  was  the  same  as  for 
11)21)  and  the  rate  for  Loseley  was  3.7  greater  than  that  for  England 
and  Wales.  I he  death  rate  tLngland  and  V\ales  was  2.0  below  that 
for  1029  and  was  the  lowest  on  record,  the  lowest  previously  being  in 
1923  and  1920.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  also  the  lowest  ever 
recorded  for  England  and  Wales,  though  for  Coseley  the  lowest  rate — 
54.3 — was  in  1923.  The  marriage  rate  for  England  and  Wales — 15.8 — 
IS  the  same  as  last  year,  which  was  the  highest  recorded  since  1921. 

There  may  be  occasions  when  there  are  apparent  contradictions 
between  hgures  published  in  Annual  Reports.  The  following  remarks 
from  a recent  letter  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  provides  the  reason 
for  this ; — 

“ (1)  The  number  of  live  births,  still  births,  and  deaths  are 
those  REfiiSTERED  during  the  calendar  year,  and  are  corrected 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers.  They  will  differ,  therefore, 
from  uncorrected  figures  compiled  locally  either  for  the  calendar 
year,  or  for  a period  of  fifty-two  or  fifty-three  weeks. 

“ (2)  The  classification  of  some  deaths  is  modified  in  the  light 
of  fuller  information  obtained  from  the  certifying  practitioner  in 
response  to  special  enquiries,  the  principal  subjects  of  these 
enquiries  being  indicated  in  a Table  published  in  the  Annual 
Reports  of  the  Registrar-General.  This  possible  source  of  dis- 
crepancy between  the  returns  of  the  Registrar-General  and  those 
compiled  locally  should  be  borne  in  mind,  particularly  to  the 
cause  of  death  dealt  with  in  that  Table. 

“ (5)  It  will  be  noted  that  the  population  figure  given  is  that 
for  mid  1929.” 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Notifications. 

Table  IX.  gives  the  number  of  notifications  during  each  of  the  four 
quarters  of  1930  of  various  specified  infectious  diseases,  and  Table 
Vni.  gives  the  number  of  notifications  at  various  age-groups.  The 
total  number  of  notifications  in  1930  was  126,  including  31  for 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  four  for  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and 
si.\  for  Erysipelas.  Although  there  were  34  deaths  from  Pneumonia, 
only  36  cases  were  notified,  so  it  seems  likely  that  a number  of  cases 
were  not  reported.  Last  year  the  number  of  Pneumonia  cases 
leimi  ted  was  88. 

Table  XI.  shows  the  sex  and  the  ages  of  Tuberculosis  ” notifica- 
tions.” Of  the  31  cases  notified  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  21  were 
of  Iversons  between  the  ages  of  15  and  35  years.  In  1929  the  number 
of  Tuberculosis  notifications  was:  Pulmonary,  46;  non-Pulmonary, 
6.  The  following  Table  gives  the  number  of  notifications  of  certain 
specified  infectious  diseases  during  the  years  1926-1930; —

Table  X analyses  the  figures  for  Coseley  and  shows  the  deaths  from 
infectious  diseases  at  various  ages  Pneumonia,  as  usual,  is  by  far 
the  irreatest  cause  of  death,  and  during"  1930  there  \\ere  34  deaths 
from  this  cause.  In  all,  in  1930  there  were  65  deaths  from  infectious 
diseases  (including  six  from  measles). 


Table  XVI II  gives  the  death  rate  figures  for  specified  infectious 
diseases  for  the  years  1921—1930,  and  shows  very  clearly  the  seasonal 
occurrence  of  certain  of  them. 


Measles  was  verv  prevalent  during  the  years  1921,  1924,  1927,  and 
in  1930.  Most  deaths  from  diphtheria  occurred  in  1923  and  in  1928. 


Whooping  Cough  was  worst  in  the  years  1922,  1925,  and  1927,  while 
Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  was,  unfortunately,  active  in  most  of  the 
years  under  notice,  1924  and  1928  being  the  years  most  free  from  this 
scourge  of  infancy  and  early  childhood. 


Causes  of  Death  in  Children. 

Table  XV.  gives  the  causes  of  death  and  the  ages  of  children  dying 
in  Coseley  in  1930  before  reaching  the  age  of  15  years.  As  previously 
stated  31  children  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year — Diarrhoea, 
Pneumonia,  and  Congenital  Debility,  and  Prematurity  being  respon- 
sible for  24.  There  \wre  30  deaths  between  the  ages  of  1 and  5 
years,  and  Pneumonia  accounted  for  half  of  these.  Between  the  ages 
of  5 and  10  years  there  were  five  deaths — three  of  these  being  due 
to  accidents,  and  between  10  and  15  years  there  were  three  deaths. 
Five  children  died  as  the  result  of  accidents  and  I again  stress  the 
necessity  of  “ Safety  First  ” teaching  being  given  in  our  schools. 


Small-pox. 

Coseley  has  not  had  a case  of  Small-pox  for  several  years,  but  this 
is  no  reason  why  vaccination  should  be  neglected.  In  some  cases 
people  prefer  to  pay  the  fee  for  a statuatory  declaration  rather  than 
put  up  with  the  trouble  for  a few  days  of  looking  after  a baby|s  sore 
arm.  If  such  persons  only  realised  the  safeguard  which  vaccination 
provides  they  would  not  mind  the  extra  trouble  made  by  a vaccinated 
arm. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

'I'liis  is  an  infectious  disease  which  (for  a time  at  least)  seems  to 
have  lost  its  virulence.  During  the  year  only  4 cases  were  notified  and 
there  were  no  deaths.  The  table  below  gives  the  notifications  and  the 
deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever  for  each  of  the  last  ten  years: —

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  that  during  the  ten  years  1921- 
1930  both  the.  number  of  notifications  and  of  deaths  have  steadily 
decreased.  The  number  of  deaths  in  the  ten  vears  was  7 and  the 
notifications  fell  from  67  in  1922  and  1923  to  4 in  1930. 

Diphtheria, 

During  1930  twenty-seven  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified,  but 
there  were  no  deaths.  The  table  below  shows  the  notifications  and 
deaths  during  the  last  ten  years.

The  use  of  anti-toxin  has  enormously  lessened  the  dang-er  of  this 
disease,  but  it  is  essential  that  the  remedy  should  be  applied  as  early 
as  possible.  All  cases  of  sore  ihroat  should  be  looked  upon  with 
suspicion  and  the  wise  will  always  seek  medical  advice  quickly. 

Whooping  Cough, 

There  has  been  one  death  from  this  disease  in  the  past  year.  An 
examination  of  Table  XIX.  will  show  the  periodic  nature  of  the  onset 
of  the  disease.  In  1922  there  were  8 deaths  from  the  disease,  then 
for  two  years  no  deaths  occurred.  In  1925  there  were  10  deaths;  there 
were  no  deaths  in  1926;  then  in  1927  there  were  9 deaths.  Since  1927 
there  has  been  only  one  death — in  the  present  year.  It  is  noteworthy 
that  in  the  three  years  here  mentioned.  Influenza  was  very  prevalent, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  statistics  given  below:  — 

Influenza. 

Happily  1930  had  no  Influenza  epidemic  and  there  were  only  2 
deaths  from  this  cause.  Below  are  the  Influenza  figures  for  the  last

Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

No  cases  of  Encephalitis  Lethargica  were  reported  during  1930. 
The  total  number  of  deaths  1921-30  was  4,  and  12  cases  were  reported 
during  that  period. 

Measles. 

This  disease,  though  one  of  the  most  dangerous  infectious  diseases 
among  children,  is  not  notifiable.  A certain  number  of  cases  were 
notified  to  me,  as  School  Medical  Officer,  by  the  Head  Teachers  of 
Coseley  Schools.  In  the  year  under  review  there  were  263  cases  notified 
in  this  way.  During  1930  there  were  6 deaths  from  Measles.  The 
deaths  from  this  disease  during  the  years  1921-30  were  as  follows  : —

The  average  number  of  deaths  for  each  year  was  3.2,  the  average 
case-rate  for  Coseley  was  0.126,  and  for  England  and  Wales  0.097. 

The  table  shows  the  periodic  nature  of  the  disease — 1930,  1927,  1924, 
and  1921  were  years  when  the  disease  was  very  prevalent,  and  in  1928, 
1926,  and  1923  no  deaths  occurred  from  this  cause.  Parents  cannot  be 
too  careful  when  children  contract  this  disease,^  and  it  is  always  the 
wisest  course  to  seek  the  aid  of  a medical  practitioner. 
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Enteric  Fever. 

There  were  3 notifications  of  this  disease  and  2 deaths.  During  the 
years  1921-1929  inclusive,  no  person  died  from  Enteric  Fever  in 
Coseley. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Seven  cases  were  notified  during  1930.  During  the  ten  years  1921- 
1930,  the  number  of  notifications  were  as  follows  : —

Erysipelas.

Pneumonia. 

There  were  34  deaths  from  Pneumonia  during  1930.  Of  these,  8 
were  of  Infants  under  the  age  of  1 year.  15  brnween  the  ages  of  1 and 
5 years,  4 between  the  ages  of  5 and  35,  6 between  the  ages  of  35  and 
65,  and  1 over  the  age  of  65  years.  There  were  22  males  and  12 
females.  The  following  table  gives  the  deaths  from  Pneumonia,  in

The  average  yearly  number  for  the  10  years  was  44.8,  and  the  peak 
number — in  1925 — was  61.  a number  approached  in  1929  and  1927, 
when  the  figure  was  55. 


Sanitary  Circumstances. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

Below  are  given  particulars  of  what  has  been  accomplished  in  this 
direction  during  the  past  five  years.  The  change  from  the  open  drains’ 
system,  to  a system  of  deep  drainage  has  made  a remarkable  difference 
in  the  appearance  of  the  district,  and  I look  for  a corresponding  improve- 
ment from  the  point  of  view  of  health.  The  roadside  channels  no 
longer  have  the  ajipearance  of  miniature  rivers  of  soap  suds  and  even 
more  offensive  licjuids.  and  visitors  to  the  area  will  no  longer  express 
amazement  at  the  primitive  nature  of  the  sanitation. 

Scavenging. 

During  the  past  five  years  great  improvement  has  been  made  in 
(Ins  deiiartment  of  Public  Health  work.  In  the  iiast  there  were 
frequent  complaints  of  overflowing  ashpits,  etc.  Now  the  great 
majoiity  of  houses  are  provided  with  ashbins,  and  these  are  emptied 
weekly  by  the  Council’s  workmen.  Subjoined  is  the  Report  on  this 
subject  of  the  Cleansing  Superintendent.

Closet  Accommodation. 

Very  great  improvement  has  been  made  in  this  matter  during  the 
last  five  years.  In  1926  there  were  3,388  privy-vaults  and  426  water- 
closets  in  the  area.  In  1930  the . number  of  privy-vaults  had  been 
reduced  to  908,  and  the  total  number  of  water-closets  was  3,155 — a 
truly  remarkable  change  in  so  short  a time. 

Report  on  Cleansing-  Department. 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report,  and,  in  addition  to  the  work  of 
the  year  1930,  a review  of  the  improvements  carried  out  in  Sanitary 
and  Public  Cleansing  during  the  last  five  years. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  and  the  cleansing  of 
privies,  middens,  pails,  and  dumbwells,  are  performed  by  the  Cleansing 
Department,  under  the  full  control  of  the  Cleansing  Superintendent, 
who  reports  the  work  done  at  the  Monthly  Meetings  of  the  Health 
Committee. 

To  carry  out  these  duties  the  following  Staff  and  equipment  are 
engaged  : — 

House  Refuse— Collection  and  Disposal. 

11  men  and  2 motor  vehicles. 

Nightsoil — Removal. 

7 men  and  horse  transport. 

Contents  from  ashbins  and  ashpits  are  collected  during  the  day-time, 
between  the  hours  of  7 a.m.  and  4.30  p.m.  Privies,  middens,  pails,  and 
dumbwells  are  emptied  between  the  hours  of  10  p.m.  and  6 a.m. 

A continuous  system  is  in  operation  throughout  the  district.  Ashbins 
and  pails  are  cleared  weekly,  privies  and  ashpits  are  cleansed  at 
periods  varying  from  one  to  three  months. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  by  means  of  tips,  which  are  conveniently 
situated  in  isolated  parts  of  the  district,  and  well  removed  from 
populous  areas.  For  this  purpose  there  is  ample  accommodation. 

The  Sanitary  Welfare  has  been  zealously  guarded  by  an  earnest 
endeavour  to  remove  from  our  midst  those  agencies  calculated  to 
affect  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  inhabitants. 

If  we  examine  cleansing  conditions  of  the  past,  it  will  be  seen  how 
much  we  have  progressed. 

At  the  commencement  of  this  period — 1926-1930 — the  Cleansing 
Department  was  faced  with  ever  increasing  difficulties  in  attempting  to 
efficiently  carry  out  the  work  in  relation  to  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  house  refuse. 

The  root  of  the  trouble  was  the  common  ashpit  (the  recognised  recep- 
tacle for  storage  of  house  refuse).  These  were  receptacles  for  every 
kind  of  rubbish,  of  all  sorts  and  sizes,  and  their  usefulness  appeared 
only  to  be  measured  by  the  greatest  amount  of  refuse  and  litter  they 
would  contain.  This  haphazard  method  made  it  impossible  to  clear  the 
district  more  than  four  times  a year. 

To  remedy  this  state  of  affairs,  a favourable  opportunity  presented 
itself  for  this  purpose  during  1926,  and  led  to  the  Health  Committee 
substituting  a uniform  standard  dustbin  in  place  of  ashpits,  so  that  a 
more  modern  method  of  cleansing  could  be  adopted,  with  facilities  for 
a more  sanitary  method  of  frequent  removal. 
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Arising  from  this  change  of  refuse  receptacles,  with  a continual 
collection  in  operation,  the  sanitary  condition  of  premises  have  under- 
gone an  entire  change. 

In  the  collection  and  disi)Osal  of  refuse  the  Cleansing  Department 
has  made  great  progress,  and  it  has  created  the  urge  of  hygiene  neces- 
sary in  bringing  about  the  long  delayed  improvements  in  cleansing 
work. 

The  following  Comparative  Table  gives  particulars  of  the  w;  rk 
carried  out,  and  the  cost,  for  the  last  five  years.

Canal  Boat  Acts. 

Report  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Canal  Boat  Inspector  ynder 
the  Canal  Boat  Acts  and  Regulations  for  the  year  ended  31st  December, 
1030. 

There  are  no  canal  boats  registered  in  the  district  and  the  local 
traffic  is  not  great,  the  majority  being  through  traffic. 

In  all,  38  boats  were  insjrected  during  the  year.  The  conditions  of 
the  boats  and  occupants  were  found,  on  the  whole,  to  be  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  .Acts  and  Regulations.  One  infringement 
was  met  with,  this  being  cabin  required  re-painting,  which  received 
attention. 

No  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were  found  and  no  boats  were 
detained  for  cleansing  or  disinfection.  » 

The  accommodation  on  the  boats  was  for  135  persons  and  were 
occupied  by  47  males,  33  females,  and  41  children;  total  occupants, 
121. 

The  condition  of  the  cabins  inspected  was  in  a satisfactory  state  of 
cleanliness,  and  every  facility  was  readily  granted  by  the  Masters,  and 
in  no  case  was  any  obstruction  met  with.

Housing. 

In  my  report  for  1926  T laid  emphasis  upon  the  serious  shortage 
of  houses  in  the  district  and  mentioned  the  fact  that  the  Council 
had  a waiting  list  of  400  aiiplicants — now  increased  to  over  1,000. 
The  following  year  (1927)  was  marked  by  a great  effort  on  the  part  of 
the  Council  to  remedy  the  shortage  and  164  new  houses  were  built 
and  one  old  macle  habitable.  Yet  I was  obliged  again  to  insist  on 
the  fact  that  the  need  for  further  building  was  urgent,  insomuch  that 
many  young  married  couples  were  compelled  to  live  with  their  parents 
or  in  lodgings.  The  year  1928  showed  a slackening  in  the  rate  of 
building,  but  in  1929  a further  144  houses  were  erected.  The  number 
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of  houses  which  were  made  available  for  habitation  in  1930  was  74. 
During'  the  five  years  192G-1930  the  number  of  houses  built  and  made 
habitable  was  458  and  of  these  2G8  were  erected  bv  the  Council  under 
the  1 lousing  .Acts. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Roper,  Clerk  to  the  Council,  has  supplied  us  with  the 
following  details  on  our  housing  schemes. 

Since  the  erection  of  207  houses  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing 
•Assisted  Scheme,  1919,  the  Council  have  proceeded  steadily  with  the 
construction  of  additional  houses  under  the  Housing  (Financial 
Provisions)  Act,  1924,  and  there  were  completed  under  the  latter  .Act 
2G8  houses  at  31st  December,  1930,  whilst  at  that  date  12G  were  in 
course  of  erection. 

The  Council  estimate  to  build  during  the  next  five  years  1,000 
houses,  to  meet  the  neecls  of  the  population,  and  active  steps  are  being 
taken  to  complete  the  first  twelve  months’  programme. 

Fifty-six  houses  are  to  be  erected  on  one  site  and  126  on  another, 
and  a survey  is  being  made  with  a view  to  the  acquisition  of 
additional  sites. 

There  is  a preponderance  of  three  bedroom  non-parlour  type  houses 
in  the  schemes  prepared  by  the  Council  and  it  is  found  that  this  class 
of  house  best  suits  the  average  working  man  with  a family. 

Fortunately  the  Council  are  able  to  let  the  houses  at  rentals  within 
the  reach  of  the  working  classes. 

During  the  year  58  houses  were  erected  by  Private  Enterprise,  with- 
out subsidy,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  observe  that  there  is  a growing 
tendency  in  this  direction.

Schools. 

There  are  no  Private  Schools  in  the  area,  and  all  the  15  Elementary 
Schools  are  under  the  authority  of  the  Coseley  Education  Committee. 
They  provide  accommodation  for  4,828  children,  and  the  number  on  the 
Register  on  31st  December,  1930,  was  4,242. 

With  the  exception  of  two  or  three  Schools,  none  of  them  is  modern 
either  as  regards  the  building  or  the  furniture.  In  the  majority,  the 
ventilation  is  fairly  satisfactory,  as  is  the  general  heating,  but  few 
have  provision  for  the  drying  of  clothes  in  wet  or  snowy  weather. 
Some  of  the  playgrounds  are  greatly  in  want  of  repair.  I have  alluded 
elsewhere  to  the  provision  of  “ safety  ” barriers — a very  wise  and 
praiseworthy  step  on  the  part  of  the  Education  Committee.  The  great 
need  in  most  of  the  Schools  is  the  provision  of  suitable  seating  accom- 
modation. Some  of  the  desks  are  incredibly  old,  and  are  actually  a 
source  of  danger  to  the  children  who  have  to  sit  in  them.  There  is 
a tendency  to  substitute  chairs  and  tables  for  desks,  and  this,  I am 
sure,  is  a step  in  the  right  direction.  There  is  more  room  for  move- 
ment, and  children  can  sit  in  a less  cramped  and  unnatural  position. 
I should  like  to  see  more  tables  and  chairs  provided.  I am  glad  to  find 
that  the  artificial  lighting  is  to  be  improved  in  some  Schools,  and  hope 
the  improvement  will  take  place  in  all  of  them.

One  new  slaughterhouse  was  granted  a licence,  and  one  given  up, 
and  the  licence  not  renewed,  pending  the  putting  into  effect  of 
necessary  works. 

The  number  of  visits  made  to  slaughterhouses  during  the  year  for  the 
purpose  of  meat  inspection  was  5G2,  of  these  as  far  as  possible  at  the 
time  of  slaughter.  The  slaughterhouses  were  kept  in  a clean  condi- 
tion, and  limewashing  carried  out  at  the  required  periods. 

512  visits  were  made  to  meat  shops. 

G8  visits  were  made  on  the  occasion  of  the  slaughter  of  pigs  on 
private  premises;  and  the  pigstyes  inspected  after  the  inspection  of 
the  carcases.

1:52  visits  were  paid  to  cowsheds  and  244  to  milkshops  and  dairies. 
Limewashing  of  the  cowsheds  has  been  regularly  carried  out  and  on 
the  whole  the  premises  have  been  kept  in  a fairly  clean  and  satisfactory 
condition.  During  the  year  I took  308  tests  of  milk  for  dirt  and 
sediment,  by  the  Minit  Milk  Tester;  these  discs  were  preserved  and 
mounted  in  the  record  books.  The  general  cleanliness  of  the  milk 
shown  by  these  tests,  and  as  a rough  guide  of  the  milk  sold  in  this 
district,  showed  that  the  milk  was  of  a good  quality. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  following  notifications  were  received  and  investigated  during 
the  year: — 

Scarlet  Fever  4,  Dii)htheria  26,  Typhoid  Fever  3,  Erysipelas  6, 

Tuberculosis-Pulmonary  26,  non-Pulmonary  3. 

Records  of  33  cases  were  filed  and  the  removal  to  hospital  was 
effected  in  the  following  instances  : — 

Scarlet  Fever  3,  Diphtheria  15,  Erysipelas  1,  Tyjjhaid  Fever  3. 
86  visits  were  made  to  premises  where  infection  existed,  and  54 
houses  were  disinfected.  In  all  cases  liquid  disinfectant  was  supplied 
free  to  householders  of  infected  imemises. 

.Ml  schools  were  sprayed  with  disinfectant  solution  twice  during 
the  year. 

There  is  no  steam  disinfector  in  the  district. 

General. 

Council  Housing  Sites. 

During  the  year  175  Council  Houses  weie  insjtectcd,  and  all  defects 
found  were  rei>orted,  for  the  necessary  repairs  to  be  attended  to. 

Fish  Friers. 

I'hese  premises  were  kept  in  a fairly  satisfactory  manner  and  149 
visits  were  made  to  them.  This  .A.uthority  would  be  well  advised  to 
seek  powers  to  control  fish-frying  as  an  offensive  trade,  and  thus 
become  on  a par  with  neighbouring  Authorities. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

i'here  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  within  the  District. 

Caravans. 

Wider  power  is  required  to  deal  with  caravans  when  they  descend 
upon  the  district,  but  fortunately  up  to  the  present,  by  a little  pressure, 
these  moveable  dwellings  have  been  moved  from  this  area.  There  are 
()  caravans  occupied  as  fixed  dwellings  in  the  district. 

Ashbins. 

The  installation  of  ashbins  continues  to  make  good  progress  and 
the  majority  of  the  owners  of  proix;rty  are  only  too  willing  to  fall  into 
line  without  notice  or  luessure  of  any  description.
